that gave it, cut off And in this I am

ſure, I purſue the general Good, whether 
1 pleaſe private Reſentment or no. 

Now, that this may be more effeQually 
and ſeaſonably done As Heaven has 
moy'd the Houſe of Commons to reſent it in 
the Man, ſo I cannot but moft humbly ap- 
ply my ſelf to them to reſent it as a Crime 
and tho* it may be Idok d upon as arrogant 
in me to addreſs this Paper to ſo great an 
Aſſembly, yet as their Doors are open ty 
the Grievances of all Britain, I doubt not, 
but their Ears will be alſo open to every 


modeſt Repreſentation, eſpecially ſuch as 
are vifibly pointed at the general Good

Wherefore, with the humbleſt Submiſ- 
fion to the Opinion of the Britiſh Parlia- 
ment, and yet in a chearful Confidence in 
their Juſtice, Love to their Country, and 
Zeal for the publick Peace, I take leave to 
addreſs this Paper to the Commons of Britain 
affembied at this Time in Parliament, as

junction with the Nobilicy ) @ apply them» 
ſelves to fuch future Eſtabſimments, 35 
might effectually ſecure vs from any ſubſc- 
quent Relapſe into the Miſchiefs of the 
former Reign. a 

To this Purpoſe they preſented the 
Crown, upon the Abdication of the late 
King Fames,(whom Guilt and Fear would not 
permit to ſhow bis Face among us) to their 
Glorious Deliverer Kioz iim, and his 
Bleſſed Conſort Queen AHary, then the next 
Proteſtant Heir in Succeſſion band entail'd 
it on her preſent Majeſty, in Default of 
He irs, without any Regard to the other 
ifae. of King Fames, then alize, or to be 
born. By which celebratrd Action, I hum- 
bly conceive, the Convention did the ſe- 
veral Things following; whether immedi- 
ately or conſcquenitially, or boch, is not 
material.

king the Aﬀociatioa for Security of the 
Perſons of the King and Queen, for-far- 
ther Limitation of che Croyga, for ſettling 
the Succeſſion, and at laſt for vniting the 
two Kingdoms; to all which As 1 bumbly 
refer. Every one of them, either expreſly 
memioning, or neceſſarily imphing, the 
Right of the Parliament to limit the Suc- 
ceſhon of their Princes, and to declare and 
eftabliſh Conditions of the Peoples Obedi- 
ence 3 and by all which Ads, the abſurd 
Dotti ines of Paſſive-0bedience and Non-Re- 
Iſtance ate by undeniable Conſequences ex- 
ploded and rejected, as inconũſtent with 
the Conſtitution of Britain. 

Now, may it pleaſe this Hanourable Houſe to 
conſider, That tho as this happy Revolution 
was eſtabliſn'd over the Bellies of all Gain- 
ſayers, and that all Oppoſition to it was 
cruſh'd in both Kingdoms in its Begin- 
ning— yet it involy'd theNation in a bloody, 
expealive, and a tedious War, with the 
King of France, the great Pattern of Ty- 
ranny in Europe, and to whom all the abdi- 
cated Tyrants of Chriftendom have fled for 
Succour And as this terrible War has 
continu'd now above 20 Years, with a ſmall 
Interval of an imperfeſt Peace And as is 
uſual in like Caſes, has been attended with

their Native Country, have by all Manner 
of Artifice, from Time to Time, endea- 
vour'd to” Weaken the Hands of the eſta- 
bliſh'd Government, to enedurage the Roe 
my, and on all Oceaſions them, in 
open invaſions or ſecret Treachety, to 
attempt the Reſtoration of Slavery and 
Bondage upon their Country.

Recapitulation of the ſe- 
veral Attempts of Traytors to the Eflabliſh- 
ment; in order to ruin the Conftitution, 
thus bappily eſtabliſh'd ; ſuch as Freneb 
Armies in Ireland, French Fleets, French

GOD, happily prevented them, and they 
have ſeem'd to deſpair of Succeſs in their 
open and violent Attempts upon the pub- 
lick Tranquility And have therefore 
with too ſucceſsful Subtilty apply'd them-- 
ſelves to the no leſs fatal Method of di- 
vidiog and diſugiting us at home, in which 
the Emiſſaries of France and Facobitiſm, 
have fo unhappily prevail'd, That to the 
Griefof all fincere Lovers of their Country,
